Dear  Participants: 

Recycling  efforts  on  the  home  front  is  increasing  at  a phenomenal  rate.  At  one  time  our  waste 
materials  were  called  “junk”  or  “garbage”,  however,  new  opportunities  in  the  4-R’s  programs 
have  become  evident  and  the  number  of  enquiries  have  increased  enormously.  Opportunities  in 
the  recovery  of  metals  or  metal  components  in  curbside  streams  are  finally  being  recognized. 
For  instance,  nickel,  cadmium,  and  zinc  in  dry  cell  batteries  are  quite  valuable.  The  tin  in  tin 
cans  found  in  the  recycle  system  is  extremely  valuable  and  is  a contaminant  in  the  steel  making 
process.  If  this  were  electrolytically  removed,  the  tin  would  be  worth  approximately  $6.00US/lb 
while  the  residual  steel  would  also  be  more  valuable  as  a cleaner  purer  metal. 

In  our  local  area,  a new  nonprofit  organization,  Architectural  Clearinghouse,  has  initiated  a 
waste  exchange  which  is  dealing  with  the  recycling  of  materials  from  the  demolition  of  buildings 
and  other  structures,  thus  alleviating  the  pressure  on  our  local  landfill.  An  electronic  data  base 
of  new  and  used  building  materials  has  been  developed.  This  is  a new  concept  in  this  area  and 
has  so  far  succeeded  in  disposing  of  much  usable  material  from  a shopping  mall  being 
demolished.  In  some  areas  concrete  from  such  demolition  is  also  being  crushed  as  road 
underlay  and  construction  aggregate. 

Further  to  my  last  letter,  the  Manitoba  Waste  Exchange  and  the  Pacific  Materials  Exchange 
have  been  in  contact  with  us.  Discussions  are  underway  to  develop  a closer  cooperative  effort 
between  our  Exchanges.  It  is  hoped  a regional  exchange  that  will  eventually  include 
Saskatchewan  as  an  individual  exchange,  or  as  part  of  a mutual  effort,  will  be  developed. 

In  the  coming  year,  efforts  will  be  made  to  reorganize  the  operation  of  the  Alberta  Waste 
Materials  Exchange.  Charges  to  cover  printing  and  mailing  costs  of  the  “Bulletin”  will  be 
instituted.  To  enable  materials  to  be  moved  or  traded  in  a more  timely  fashion,  we  will  endeavor 
to  use  our  FAX  machines  more  frequently.  Our  new  FAX  number  is  (403)450-5477,  but  please 
use  the  forms.

The  Alberta  Waste  Materials  Ex- 
change (AWME)  was  established  in 
1984  as  a project  of  the  Alberta 
Research  Council  with  funding  from 
Alberta  Environment.  It  operates  in 
conjunction  with  the  Canadian 
Waste  Materials  Exchange  (CWME) 
as  an  information  clearinghouse 
designed  to  put  potential  users  of 
waste  material  in  contact  with  waste 
producers.  A company  having 
material  that  is  unusable  at  their 
facility  but  which  still  has  potential 
value  may  list  the  material  with  the 
Exchange.  Information  submitted  is 
published  in  a bi-monthly  Bulletin 
without  charge  and  mailed  to  other 
industries  that  may  be  able  to  recy- 
cle or  reuse  the  available  materials. 

How  to  use  this  bulletin 

Listings  are  broken  down  into  three 
main  categories.  These  are  (1) 
wastes  available,  (2)  wastes 
wanted,  and  (3)  services  available, 
where  companies  specializing  in 
waste  management  and 
transportation  of  waste  materials 
can  describe  the  services  they  offer. 


Wastes  Available  and  Wanted  are 
classified  into  1 1 categories  as  iden- 
tified on  the  cover  of  the  bulletin  and 
on  Listing  Form  1 . Each  category 
appears  as  a major  heading  in  the 
bulletin  for  easy  recognition  of 
materials  available  and  wanted. 
Within  these  categories  each  entry 
is  identified  by  a code  number  to 
provide  confidentiality  for  the 
company  involved. 

How  to  respond  to  a listing 

If  you  locate  a material  that  may  be 
of  use  to  you  (waste  available)  or 
have  a material  that  is  being  re- 
quested for  procurement  (waste 
wanted),  complete  Form  3 at  the 
back  of  the  bulletin  and  mail  it  to  the 
exchange.  Your  inquiry  will  be 
promptly  forwarded  to  the  company 
that  placed  the  listing.  The  originator 
of  the  listing  will  then  contact  you 
directly  regarding  your  inquiry.  The 
Exchange  does  not  become 
involved  in  negotiations  or  in  the 
actual  transfer  of  wastes. 

How  to  list  with  the  exchange 

Listings  are  accepted  by  the  ex- 
change on  the  Listing  Form  1 pro- 
vided at  the  back  of  the  bulletin.  All 


listings  are  provided  free  of  charge 
and  will  be  carried  indefinitely  or  un- 
til the  listing  company  requests  that 
the  item  be  removed  or  indicates 
that  the  material  is  no  longer  avail- 
able for  ecxhange.
